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I Shepherds 
find body of 
‘Al-Fajr’ 
journalist

The body of Al-Fajr journalist 
Hassan Abdel Halim Fakia, missing 
. since October 3 , was found Friday by 
it two shepherds on a hill near Beit 
Horon outside Jerusalem. 

Police identified the badly- 
decomposed corpse on the basis of 
documents they found on it. Last 
night police investigators had still 
not reported any suspect or motive 
in the case. 

Al-Fajr editor Hanna Seniora, 
however, told The Jerusalem Post 
last night that he was positive the 
murder had to do with fraudulent 
West Bank land deals Fakia was 
covering at the time he disappeared. 

Fakia’s family had claimed that 
security forces had imprisoned him 
, without infomting them. But Israeli 
authorities had denied this. 

The Itun news agency reported 
last night that the remains of a gre- 
nade were found next to Fakia's 
corpse, and that the security forces 
believe he may have been killed 
while trying to put together a bomb 
for terror purposes or while practis- 
ing throwing a grenade . 


Dymshits retired, 
lone Jew in top 
Soviet leadership 

MOSCOW (Reuter). - A Soviet 
deputy prime minister, who was the 
only Jew in the Soviet top lead- 
ership, has been retired, Tass news 
agency reported yesterday. 

It said Veniamin Dymshits, 75, 
close aide of the late President 
Leonid Brezhnev,, would be re- 
placed by Yuri Batalin, 58, chairman 
of the State Committee for Labour 
and Social Questions. 


Cairo soccer fan 
immolates self over 
penalty decision 

CAIRO (Reuter). - A fan of Cairo's 
National soccer club died from burns 
after setting himself ablaze over a 
penalty awarded to a rival team. 

Khairi Maqboul, a 24-year-old 
carpenter, was watching the match 
on television at home when his 
father switched off the set to end a 
family squabble over a penalty be- 
tween Maqboul and his brother who 
was rooting for the other team. 

Enraged by his father's action, 
Maqboul locked himself in the bath- 
room. poured kerosene over himself 
and set himself alight. He died of 
first-degree bums in hospital.

Rabin warns on Syrian redeployment : 

Missiles could start Escalation’

Israel has told the U.S that Syria's 
recent deployment of anti-aircraft 
missiles on its border with Lebanon 
could lead to an escalation of con- 
flict, Defence Minister Yitzhak 
Rabin said last night at a Labour 
Party seminar in Beit Beri. The 
Israel wanting has been transmitted 
from Washington to Syria, Rabin 
said, according to Radio Israel. 

Rabin also said that Israel had not 
downed the two Syrian MiGs last 
month as a result of an error and 
had, therefore, not apologized to 
Syria. He was referring to reports 
attributed to U.S. officials in 
Washington that tbe Israel Air Force 
had seriously blundered in authoriz- 
ing the shooting down of the MiGs, 


and had asked the U.S. to convey its 
apology to Syria. 

The derision to down the planes 
was taken on the spot by the re- 
sponsible operations officer, Rabin 
said, and affirmed that be stood by 
it. 

The defence minister also told 
IDF officer trainees on Friday that 
the most likely scenario for in- 
creased tension with Syria was based 
on futnre Israeli air attacks on ter- 
rorist bases in east Lebanon's Beka'a 
.Valley, which is within range of the 
missiles deployed by Syria. 

“If terror from Lebanon is step- 
ped up - and we know that most of 
the terror bases are in the Beka'a - 
and the DDF acts against terror 
bases, let's assume from the air, and 


Prison authorities: ‘No danger’ to public 

Manhunt on for escaped

Police, prison warders and dozens 
of volunteers were searching 
throughout the country for escaped 
kidnapper and murderer Zvi Gur 
over die weekend- But tbe Prisons 
Authority said Gur posed “no dan- 
ger" to the public. 

Gur, serving a life sentence plus 34 
yearn for kidnapping and murdering 
S-year-old Oron Yarden of Savyon 
in 1980, apparently escaped from the 
Ayalon Prison in Ramie at about 4 
p.m. Friday. 

Immediately following Gur's dis- 
appearance, Ramie prison director 
Ya’acov Poliak submitted his res- 
ignation to Prisons Commissioner 
Rafi Suissa. Poliak said he was “per- 
sonally and professionally" re- 
sponsible for Gur's disappearance. 

Suissa “refused to accept” Pol- 
iak's resignation, and insisted that 
“one unfortunate incident” could 
not mar Poliak’s excellent 10-year 
record as director of Ramie prison. 

Gur, who has served five years in 
the prison, was permitted to work 
outside the prison walls - like some 
800 of the 1500 inmates- because of 
his “exemplary behaviour.'’ For the 
past 16 months, Gur had been 
assigned to paint the outer walls of 
the Ramie prison complex. It was 
during his Friday afternoon painting 
shift that Gur disappeared. 

Prisons Service spokesman Shi- 
mon Maika said last night that he 
didn't believe accomplices were in-

volved in the escape, and added that 
Gur had acted “strictly on his own." 
He added, “He surprised every one, 
including the hardest criminals, who 
□ever thought Gur would dare pull 
such a stunt." 

Maika told The Jerusalem Post 
that prison officials are not sure that 
Gur in fact escaped. “He could have 
fallen asleep outside the prison walli 
or he may still be somewhere within 
the complex." he said. 

The country was last night being 
scoured for 38-year-old Gur, last 
seen wearing a blue jacket, white 
and grey shirt, blue pants and sport 
shoes. Gur, who is of medium build, 
is 1.70 metres tall. He is balding. 


if missiles are used, a situation is 
likely to be created where, without 
this side or the other wanting it, 
there is escalation,’' he said.

Maika was quick to calm fears of 
“a killer on the loose," saying: “The 
Prisons Service believes the public is 
in no danger as a result of Gur’s 
disappearance." 

Amos Yarden, whose son Oron 
was murdered by Gur, told The Post 
last night he has full confidence in 
the police's ability to locate Gur. 
Yarden added, “We’ve decided to 
keep a low profile this time and let 
the police do their work; those 
closest to us will understand why.” 

Amos Yarden and his wife Pnina 
made headlines in December 1983 
when President Herzog was photo- 
graphed shaking hands with Gur 
during a visit to Ramie Prison. Fol- 
lowing outcries by the Yardens, Her- 
zog publicly apologized, saying that 
if he had known who Gur was be 
would not have shaken his hand. 

The lost escape from the Ayalon 
prison in Ramie happened over two 
years ago, when a life prisoner man- 
aged to sneak out of the complex for 
some four hours. In 1978, eight lifers 
escaped from the “high security” 
complex, but all were recaptured. 

Suissa said last night that, despite 
Gur's disappearance, he. doesn't 
plan to enact severe disciplinary me- 
asures on the prison population. 
Spokesman Maika said: “When Gur 
is caught, he'll be punished severely, 
but his escape will have no adverse 
affect on the entire prison popula- 
tion." . 


S. Africa won’t comment on Angola ‘invasion’ 


PRETORIA (AP). - South. Africa 
yesterday refused to comment on an 
Angolan news agency report that 
four South African battalions, back- 
ed by tanks and planes, have pushed 
deep into southern Angola. 

It also denied responsibility for a 
commando action Friday into tbe 
tiny neighbouring kingdom of 
Lesotho, which killed nine persons 


in raids on two private homes. 

Ia a report monitored in the Por- 
tuguese capital, Lisbon, the Ango- 
lan news agency Angop said the 
South African farces penetrated 
100km. inside Angola's southwest- 
ern Cunene Province on December 
15. 

It added that two South African 
motorized infantry brigades were 


massed on the border between 
southern Angola and South African- 
controlled Nambia. threatening to 
attack. 

On December 19, the South Afri- 
can Press Association (Sapa). quot- 
ing informed government sources in 
Pretoria, said South African com- 
mandos were operating “deep into” 
Angola. 


Chief rabbis hoping to visit Russia

Chief Rabbis Avraham Shapiro 
and Mordechai Eliahu hope to vish 
Russia in the near future. They have 
already made tentative diplomatic 
probes regarding such a trip. 

Shapiro told The Jerusalem Post 
that he and Eliahn would like to go to 
the Soviet Union soon, but as yet no 
date has been set. 

But Shapiro said he has discussed 
the proposed trip with new Finnish 
Ambassador Osmo Vainola. As there 
are no diplomatic ties between the 
Soviet Union and Israel, Finalud rep- 
resents Soviet interests here. 

Shapiro added that Vainola re- 
sponded very favourably and said it 

was a good idea. Shapiro said he also 
plans to discuss the pr oposed trip 


with other foreign diplomats. 

No Israeli chief rabbi has ever 
visited the Soviet Union. Bui many 
high-ranking Russian Orthodox 
churchmen have visited Isre!, where 
they are often received at the highest 
levels. 

In Paris, Moscow Chief Rabbi 
Adolf Shayevicfa said in a TV inter- 
view on Friday that he would like to 
visit IsraeL He told reporters he was 
4 ‘waiting for an Invitation.'' 

Shayevicfa, hi Paris to discuss the 
situation of Russian Jews in a round- 
table organized by the Movement 
against Racism and for Friendship 
between Peoples, appeared to hold 
out hopes for possible emigration of 
Soviet Jews to Israel. 

The Moscow rabbi, who sports a 
knitted kipa, is considered by many 


to be a pawn of the Soviet govern- 
ment. Because he and two legal ex- 
perts who accompanied him are 
members of the Soviet anti-Zionist 
Committee, his visit has been boycot- 
ted by leading French Jewish repre- 
sentatives. A central function of the 
visit was attended instead by Jewish 
Communists, who rarely appear at 
Jewish events. 

In an interview with Israel TV 
screened Friday night* Shayevicfa 
said that Jews who want to leave the 
Soviet union “only need patience” to 
do so. Speaking passable Hebrew, he 
said that, in learning Hebrew (he did 
not say how), he had “come across” 

the word savlanut (patience). 

Shayevicfa added that “in the end 
all those- who want to come will

settled

A last-minute hitch that 
threatened to torpedo tbe 
meticulously-prepared joint state- 
ment of Israel and the U.S. on the 
Jonathan Pollard espionage affair 
was resolved late Friday night with a 
formal announcement in Washing- 
ton. 

An earlier statement that had 
been prepared, qn Thursday after- 
noon, following a 13-hour session 
between American and Israeli nego- 
tiators investigating the affair, was 
rejected by the Americans, presum- 
ably because it was not explicit 
enough in leaving open tbe option 
for farther American investigations. 

Asa result of the rejection, Friday 
was a tense day for both Israeli and 
American diplomats. They watched 
a frenetic behind-the-scenes battle in 
Washington to make the statement 
acceptable to all the American in- 
stitutions party to the affair. 

• The State Department, which 
wanted an early resolution of the 
incident.

• And the representatives of the 
Attorney-General's office, who 
wanted evidence to prosecute U.S.

full cooperation 
on intelligence

WASHINGTON. - Tbe U.S. has 
announced that it is resuming nor- 
mal intelligence cooperation with 
Israel in the aftermath of a visit to 
Israel by a team of U.S. officials 
investigating the Jonathan Jay Pol- 
lard spy scandal. 

A lengthy State Department 
statement issued on Friday said that 
Israel had agreed to ’disband - the 
intelligence unit involved in operat- 
ing Pollard, a 31-year-old civilian 
naval intelligence anaivsL in 
Washington. 

It also said that Israel has re- 
turned to the U.S . all of the classified 
documents which Pollard had 
allegedly stolen. 

The statement said Israel had 
pledged not to repeat similar espion- 
age operations against the U.S. 

Israel Embassy officials in 
Washington were dearly pleased by 
tbe State Department statement. 
They said it appeared to go a long 
way towards easing the very serious 
crisis in Araerican-Israeli relations 
which resulted when Pollard was 
arrested outside the Israeli Embassy 
on November 21. 

State Department spokesman 
Charles Redman called reporters to 
the briefingroom on Friday to read a 
statement announcing tbe conclu- 


sion ofthe U.S. team’s visit to Israel. 
The team had been in Israel for one 
week. 

"The U.S. team has concluded in 
full cooperation with the govern- 
ment of Israel its mission related to 
certain activities by which officials of 
the government of Israel received 
classified documents of the U.S. 
government in an unauthorized 
manner,” he said. “The government 
of Israel has confirmed it has re- 
turned to the United States all such 
documents in its possession under its 
control. 

“Through the cooperation of the 
government of Israel, the U.S. team 
has bad full access to the persons 
with knowledge of tbe facts relevant 
to the mission." 

The statement continued: “The 
government of Israel has informed 
the U.S. government that it has 
taken necessary action to disband 
the unit involved. The government 
of Israel reiterated to the U.S. team 
its statement that the persons con- 
cerned acted without authority and 
against its policy and in taking 
appropriate steps in this regard, the 
government of Israel has acted to 
prevent any repetition of such activi- 
ties.

State Dep’t clears Israel on Napco 


WASHINGTON. - A senior State Department official 
has confirmed that Israel did nothing wrong when it 
obtained a new technology necessary to electroplate 120 
mm. tank cannon barrels. 

Agents of the U.S. Customs Service on December 12 
raided three American plants involved in manufacturing 
the equipment for Israel. The plants, associated with 
Napco Inc., were under contract to make the equipment 
for Israel. 

Israeli officials, from the start, have insisted that they 
fiadofetained permission from tbe UJsLDefence Depart- 
ment to receive the tank technology. Indeed, they said 
the Pentagon had even agreed “in writing” that U.S. 
military credits to Israel could pay for the equipment. 

They have insisted that it was Napco’s responsibility to 
obtain the formal export licences. Napco spokesmen 
have conceded that they may have been somewhat 
“sloppy” with their paperwork, but they have denied any 


wrongdoing. 

Since the raids in New Jersey, Pennsylvania and 
Connecticut, the State Department, Defence Depart- 
ment, Customs Service, and Justice Department have 
refused to dear Israel. The State Department has said 
only that no Israeli officials or agencies were implicated 
“at this time.” Other U.S. spokesmen have insisted that 
the investigation was continuing. 

But on Friday, a senior State Department official 
acknowledged to The Jerusalem Post that “Israel did 
nothing^wrong.' H e - complained about the Customs 
Service decision to invite an NBC television news crew to 
film the raids and thus guarantee maximum publicity 
against Israel. 

Israeli officials, who are still uncertain about the U.S. 
decision-making process involved in the Napco case, are 
anticipating a public statement soon clearing Israel of 
any wrongdoing. 
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Cheysson urges 
Spain-Israel ties

It is Lime for Spain and Israel to 
establish diplomatic ties, European 
Commissioner Claude Cheysson be- 
lieves. 

“It is' clear we have come to the 
time when practical discussions 
should take place between Spain and 
Israel," Cheysson told a press con- 
ference at the end of a two-day visit 
to Israel, before leaving for Jordan. 

Spain enters the European Com- 
munity (EC) together with Portugal 
on January 1. On entering, it will 
automatically have preferential eco- 
nomic relations with Israel, accord- 
ing to standing agreements between 
the EC and this country. 

“To organize such [economic] re- 
lations in the best manner, there 
must be more exchanges and con- 
tacts, and the way this is usually done 
among civilized countries is to ex- 
change diplomats,” Cheysson said.

Moda’i reportedly planning to fire 
Herut mentor from honorary post

TEL AVTV. - With tension between 
Herut and the Liberals mounting.

Finance Minister Yitzhak Moda’i’s 
reported intention to dismiss Herat's 
elder statesman Yohanan Bader 
from his post as chairman of the 
board of the State Coins and Medals 
Corporation.

Herut spokesman Yossi Bran 
issued an official statement last night 
whereby the party "expressed asto- 
nishment at reports emanating from 
the Treasury about intentions to dis- 
miss Dr. Bader.... His service can be 
nothing but a source of honour for 
the company. Herut will not suffer a 
situation in which a man like Dr. 
Bader would be sacked. This would 
constitute a malicious blow against 
the entire Herat movement, which 
Dr. Bader helped found and guide 
for decades.” • 

The Liberals last night had no 
comments. 

The Bader incident is an indica- 
tion of the friction between the par- 
ties, following the liberal threat this 
week to split the Likud Knesset 
faction. The Liberals say they might 
resort to this move because Herut 
did not effect a merger with them by 
last Friday, the deadline they had 
set. 

' The Herat message appears to be 
that the party cannot consider union 
with a party which not only wants to 


oust one of Herat's mentors, but has 
also dismissed a number of Herat 
civil servants. 

Reliable party sources point to 
Azriel Wald man. who lost his posi- 
tion as director of government com- 
panies, and Avraham Nathan, 
whom Moda'i is openly seeking to 
replace as civil service commission- 
er. 

But other than this protest, Herut 
leaders kept their cool over the 
. weekend in regard to the Liberal 
threat. The consensus In Herut is still 
that the Liberals cannot in fact strike 
out on their own. as they lack voters 
to re-elect them. 

The Liberal move, it is thought in 
Herat, is geared to winning as large a 
chunk of the united Likud as early as 
possible, before either rotation or 
early elections. 

The Herat committee studying the 
draft merger proposal is due to meet 
this week to renew its deliberations. 
TTie draft, which gives the Liberals 
36 per cent of the Likud institutions, 
is rejected in Herat as constituting 
gross over representation.

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Peres and Moda’i face stiff opposition to cuts

Prime Minister Shimon Peres and Finance Minister 
Yitzhak Moda'i are to meet stiff opposition at today's 
cabinet meeting over their effort to slash the education, 
health and social services budgets. Peres and Moda'i are 
determined to push through a 5200 million cut in the 
budgets of government ministries. 

Before this morning's cabinet session, Moda'i is to 
meet with Social Affairs and Labour Minister Moshe 
Katsav in a last-ditch attempt to reach agreement on 
slashing $62m. in National Insurance Institute allotments 
and S6m. from the labour budget. 

Treasury sources yesterday told The Jerusalem Post 
that the ministry expects its point of view to prevail at the 
cabinet meeting, despite the uphill battle it will have to 
fight. The sources said that, after it got the support of the 
premier and Defence Ministry, it was likely to get the 
cuts approved by the cabinet. 

The sources said that agreements on the cuts had been 
reached with the "small-budget” ministries, and their 
ministers would have no problem in supporting Peres 
and Moda'i at the meeting. 


But the premier and the finance minister could be 
forced today to spend some time trying to persuade 
ministers who supported the economic plan about the 
necessity of the proposed cuts. 

Economics Minister Gad Ya'acobi and Absorption 
Minister Ya’acov Tsur both warned yesterday that they 
would not support the proposed budget if it harmed the 
productive sector and the social services. - 

Ya'acobi is expected to tell the cabinet that the debate 
about the budget must be seen from the perspective of 
economic policy. 

The Treasury is planning to issue non- linked bonds 
and to offer non-linked saving schemes to the public, but 
there is no intention of affecting existing financial assets, 
a ministry spokesman said yesterday. 

Moda'i declared on Friday in an interview with 
Ha’aretz that the linkage system would be scrapped in 
future and that wages would be linked only to productiv- 
ity- 

The Treasury spokesman explained that Moda'i bad 
referred only to future assets. He added that Moda'i’s 
statement on ending linking referred to possibilities, not 
to imminent measures.

HAIFA. - Some 300 complaints 
have been submitted to the police 
concerning the West Bank land deals 
affair.

Bar-Lev, speaking at the Haifa 
Engineers Club, added that foe- 
poiice would be failing in foeirduty if 
they did not fully investigate foe 
matter, even if it affected public 
figures. 

He noted that accusations that the ' 
police were conducting a “political” 
inquiry into foe affair appeared to 
have ended. 

The people responsible for such 
allegations had apparently learned 
their lesson. Bar-Lev reiterated that 
the accusations were baseless. 

He maintained that police had 
been criticized in a similar way in foe 
past by various sectors of the com- 
munity and marginal elements. But 
this was the first time in the history of 
foe state that attacks had been made 
by leading political figures and depu- 
ty ministers. 


Meanwhile, Tel Aviv contractor 
Avraham Gindi. charged last week 
with fraudulent land deals and 
attempting to suppress - evidence, 
will remain in custody at least until 
tomorrow. Tel Aviv District Court 
Judge Ya'acov Mel tz is to decide 
then whether to remand Gindi in 
custody until foe end of court pro- 
ceedings against him.

French appeals court delays trial of Barbie 


LYON I AP). - Frances highest 
appeals court ruled Friday that pro- 
secutors erred in excluding some of 
the charges against Nazi war crimin- 
. a] Klaus Barbie, delaying the trial of 
the 72-year-old former SS captain. 

The action means that the trial, 
which had been scheduled to begin 
in early February, will not take place 
until at least after the March 16, 1986 
national legislature elections. 

In its decision, the court reversed 
two lower court rulings which had 
upheld foe" prosecutors' decision to 


exclude several charges brought by 
associations representing World 
War II French Resistance fighters. 

The prosecutors had classified 
those charges as dealing with war 
crimes, for which foe 15-year French 
statute of limitations had expired. 
Instead, they sought to limit the 
focus of the trial to crimes against 
humanity, for which there is no sta- 
tute of limitations.

Over 1,300 had malaria, 220 had typhoid 

Nearly all Ethiopian Jews 
now free of infectious disease

Despite over a thousand cases of 
malaria, typhoid and tuberculosis 
among recent Ethiopian immig- 
rants, there hasn't been a single case 
of anyone in the country being in- 
fected by one of foe olim. 

This was disclosed by Health 
Ministry director-general Dan 
MichaeU, in a statement on -the- 
health of foe -nearly 15,000. immig^ . 
rants who have come from Ethiopia. 

The Ethiopian Jews, several 
thousand of whom arrived a year 
ago, are in good health, nearly all of 
them free of foe infectious diseases 
they brought with them. None is still 
in hospital for treatment' of these 
infectious diseases. According to 
Michael! , foe incidence of conta- 
gious diseases among the Ethiopian 
olim is dropping steadily. 

The prevention of contagion, de- 
spite foe prevalence of such diseases 
in the area from which they immi- 
grated, was due to foe preventive 
measures taken as soon as they ar- 
rived. Michaeli credited the minis try 
as well as Kupat Holim CUrlit and 
other institutions for foe immigrants’ 
remarkably clean bill of health. 

Over 1,360 of them were found to 
have malaria, and 220 had typhoid. 
There were 200 cases of tuberculosis 
among the group that arrived a year 
ago. The large majority of foe im-

Congressmen seek 
pardon for rabbis 
who went to prison 

WASHINGTON (JTA). - Thirty 
members of the House of Repre- 
sentatives have signed a proposed 
resolution calling on President 
Reagan to pardon five rabbis who 
chose to go to prison to dramatize, 
foe plight of Soviet Jewry. 

"Hie five rabbis were convicted last 
week of violating a District of Col- 
umbia statute that prohibits demon-, 
strations within 150 metres of the 
Soviet Embassy. Disturbed that the 
132 rabbis, ministers, Hebrew 
teachers and others who have par- 
ticipated in planned-anest rallies 
since last May have been subjected 
to what they say is selective prosecu- 
tion - no charges have been pressed 
against those arrested at similar pro- 
tests in front of tbe South African 
Embassy - the five rabbis opted to go 
to jail rather than accept a sus- 
pended sentence, probation and a 
fine. • - -

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*To this day I won’t forgive myself for not going 
along with my. mother on the transport [to a 
German death camp],” says the woman who in 
World War II in Eastern Europe left home to join 
the partisans, and today lives in Israel. 

‘T went to the forest [to join the partisans] 
because I was an orphan. If I had bad family. I'd 
have gone with them from Kovno to Ponaiy 
, [where about 100.000 Lithuanian Jews and a few 
1 thousand Soviet prisoners of war and civilians 
were executed by the Germans between July 1941 
and July 1944],” says a man. 

“Who were the greater heroes- those who went 
off to the forests to fight, or those who went down 
the last road with their families?” asks another 
speaker. 

“The masses couldn't just abandon their families 
and go off to the forests. So for them spiritual 
heroism was the greater heroism. To hoLd on to 
the Divine image in yourself. To study, to say your 
prayers regularly, to keep the faith,” says another 
speaker. 

“The least we could do,” says a worn an, ’‘was to 
try to survive as menschen, to maintain our 
morale, to hold on to our humanity.” 

The voices are five of 120 heard in the film Pnei 
Hamered. discussing the “terrible dilemma of 
heroism” for the Jews in German-occupied 
Europe during World War II. as the co-creator of 
the film, poet-essayist-novelist Haim Guri, char- 
acterizes it. 

The film had its world premiere at the Jeru- - 
saiem Theatre last week before an invited audi- 
ence including the president, the prime minister 
and other dignitaries. It was later shown to invited 
audiences at Beth Hatefotsoth and at the Tel Aviv 
Museum. 

-They resisted who smuggled a loaf of bread 
...who secretly taught... who wrote and circulated 
an underground leaflet warning and bursting 
illusions... who smuggled a Tora scroll. ..who re- 
corded what was happening and hid it in a hole in 
the ground... who helped someone in need... who 
spoke up, bringing instant death on themselves 
...who attacked their murderers with their bare 
hands.. .who survived... who fought with weapons 
in hand in the city streets, in the mountains and in 
the forests... who revolted in the death camps 
...who revolted in the ghettos amid crumbling 
walls, in the most hopeless revolt ever fought.” 

This is the thesis of the film, as stated by Gun 
and his co-creator. Jacko Ehrlich. The film is the 
second part, although the third produced and 
screened, of a trilogy that began with The 81st 
Blow which tells the story of the Holocaust. That 
was followed by part three. The Lost Sea, which 
tells the story of “illegal immigration” to Eretz 


Yisrael between 1945 and the establishment of 
Israel m 1948. 

Pnei Hamered is 96 minutes long. Its visual 
footage was culled from 10 hours of film found in 
public and private archives here and abroad, ipost 
of it in Germany — filmed in .-action by Germans. 
The vocal footage, in nin e languages, was culled 
from 200 hours of interviews conducted by Guri 
and several assistants. All but two of the 120 
Speakers are Jews. The non-Hebrew footage has 
Hebrew subtitles, and English and French subti- 
tles are being prepared for the entire fihn. 

The title, Pnei Hamered, has two meanings- 
One is “the character of the revolt.” The other, 
more literally, is “the faces of the revolt.” And the 
film is about both. A 

Throughout you see faces. At the outset - the 
grim feces, especially the eyes, of survivors assem- 
bled right after the war on the rabble of what had 
been the Warsaw Ghetto. Among them is Yitzhak 
“Antek" Culrierman-Zukerman, a leader of the 
Warsaw Ghetto Revolt. At the conclusion, the 
camera plays over the still photographs of dozens 
of faces - younger and older men and women, 
many of them smiling; some of them familiar, ail

of them long dead. “Remember them; don’t 
bewail them,” says the narrator. 

Guri says: “We keep on showing faces, because 
we want to immortalize the individuality of the • 
people.” 

Right after the opening scene: a sea of bemused 
feces - the feces and eyes of Red Army soldiers, 
just taken prisoner by the Germans on Soviet soil, 
staring up at German cameras. The entire screen 
is filled by these soldiers. Up front, Germans toss 
down bread and other goodies. The soldiers jump 
to grab for the goodies. 

“I never heard a single word about resistance 
from a Russian prisoner of war in Auschwitz,” 
says a woman. 

Guri notes: five-and-a-hatf milli on Red Army 
soldiers were taken captive by the Germans: 
three-and-a-half million, of them were murdered 
by the Germans and their collaborators or died of 
hunger and disease. And these were trained 
soldiers, on their own soil, among their own 
people, with a hinterland of their own. Not 
unarmed and untrained Jews, without any 
weapons sources, without a human hinterland, 
faced by the Germans on one ride and by the 
hostile Ukrainians, Latvians. Poles, etc., on the 
other side. . 

“We were the most solitary nation in the 


world,” says one voice in the film. “Where could a 
Jew flee from Auschwitz? Into the Polish country- 
side?” Thie, here and there a non-Jewisb family 
would help the Jews. However, as another voice 
says, “To betray 10 Jews, one traitor sufficed. But 
to hide a single Jew, 10 benefactors were needed. ” 
One woman, who had passed as an Aryan in 
Warsaw, was once stopped by some Polish 
schmaltzovniks (as the Polish Jew-ftimters were 
dubbed by their victims) and asked if she weren't 
Jewish. “What makes you think I’m a Jew?” she 
asked them. They replied: 4 
“YouVe got Palestine in your eyes.” 

The “official” Polish underground refused to 
supply aims to the Jews in the Warsaw Ghetto. 
Tbeyweren’treadyforariring, they said, and they 
did not want the Jewish revolt to spread beyond 
the ghetto. 

We see the faces of Jewish partisans, young men 
and women in Poland, Russia, Yugoslavia, Italy, 
France. We see feces of Jewish men and women 
working assiduously at sewing machines and with 
manual needles in a dothing factory set up by the 
Jewish authorities. This would save them from 
being transported to death, they thought. 

We see the faces of older people in the Tbere- 
rienstadt ‘’model” ghetto. Says a survivor of 
Theresienstadt: “We thought that all that was 
involved was the humiliation of the spirit, not the 
burning of the body.” 

“We’re an optimistic people, and,” says 
another voice, “we tried to go on living as though 
the times were normal. People held fast 10 the 
hope that a miracle would happen and they would 
survive.” 

Another voice recalls that when the Germans 
invaded Poland in 1939, many Polish Jews “re- 
membered the German soldiers of World War 1 
who had fed them and cared for them" — and they 
thought that the civilized, courteous Germans 
could not possibly do what they were said to be 
doing or threatening to do - and did. “Can one 
nation in the 20 th century impose the death 
sentence on a whole nation? Why?" 

Why was part two of the trilogy produced and 
screened last? 

Says Guri: “Before doing The Last Sea , we 
didn't have the strength - we didn’t have the guts - 
to deal with the matter of resistance, with the. 
whole theme of the allegation that in the Holo- 
caust period the Jews ‘went as sheep to the 
slaughter 1 .” 

As soon as Pnei Hamered’ s. English and French 
subtitles are ready, the film will be screened in 
major Jewish centres where those languages are 
spoken.

When Haga is mentioned most 
people think of an elderly soldier 
checking bags in a cinema or stroll- 
ing through the Mahane Yehuda 
market toting an obsolete rifle. 


was sharpened during the Lebanon 
war when Haga helped to extricate 
soldiers buried in the debris of 
blown-up buildings. 

The corps proved its mettle in the 
recent Mexican earthquake. “Our 
team numbered only 25 men, but we 
bad the right equipment and exper- 
tise and we worked 24 hours a day, 
helped by- thousands , of volunteers. - ,

However, ibe Civil Defence CorpST' public opipioq there because- 


one of the largest in the IDF. is 
responsible for the safety of the 
civilian population in times of 
-emergency and is the prime operator 
and coordinator of emergency res- 
cue services. 

“The average age of our soldiers is 
38, and most of them formerly 
served in combat units,” Vardi told a 
group of reporters visiting the corps 
in advance of civil defence day to be 
marked next week. 

Whenever civil or military disaster 
strikes, Vardi’s men are ready to 
swing into action in close coopera- 
tion with the police, fire brigade, 
Magen David Adorn, Gadna and 
other emergency services. The corps 
has the experts and equipment 
needed to rescue people trapped in 
collapsed buildings. This expertise 


other foreign rescue missions just 
stood around giving advice," one of 
the Haga officers who went to Mex- 
ico said. 

Vardi pointed out that in any 
future conflict Israel's population 
centres are liable to be hit. The 
Syrians have long-range ground-to- 
ground missiles, and these could 
cause serious damage against civilian 
targets. Also, there is no way of 
ensuring that enemy bombers don't 
hit Israel’s cities. It is Haga’s job to 
see that the rescue services operate 
smoothly. 

Disasters are not necessarily the 
result of war. Vardi mentioned the 
mass gas poisoning in Bhopal, India. 
With proper procedures, loss of life 
can be kept to a minimum. Vardi 


cited the case of a massive chlorine 
gas leak caused by a train crash in 
Canada. Here a whole town, 
numbering some 200,000 people, 
was evacuated without incident be- 
cause of correct civil defenefc orga- 
nizations. 

Haga is now making a special 
effort to teach the public how to deal 
> witha gasattaefcor accident. SchooF 
*. children in ' ovet 600 . classes were • 
trained in the- use of gas masks over* 
die past year: Adults are invited to. 
learn how to use masks during the 
periodic Haga exercises held 
throughout the country. But so far 
the response has been poor, said 
Vardi. 

Haga experts have designed a new 
universal gas mask that fits comfort- 
ably and can be used by people of 
widely differing physiognomies, in- 
cluding men with beards. Beards are 
problematic for standard gas masks 
since they cause leaks. 

Haga has also solved the problem 
of what to do with babies during a 
gas attack, and has developed an 
enclosed crib, which resembles those 
used in hospitals for premature 
babies. For children from three to 
12 , the corps has developed a type of

space helmet One of the officers, 
whose children were used to test the 
masks, said that the kids loved them.

NEW YORK (JTA). - While the 
Yiddish musical A Match Made in 
Heaven will go on as scheduled, it 
will not be among the hundreds of 
cultural events listed weekly in The 
New Yorker magazine's “Goings On 
About Town” column. 

The magazine’s decision not to list 
the Yiddish musical, which opened 
last October at Town Hall Theatre 
one block east of Broadway’s theatre 
district, brought out a handful of 
demonstrators on Friday who 
braved below-freezing temperatures 
to protest - outside the magazine’s 
offices. • *•' ’ 

“We feel itis discriminatory,” said 
Steward Figa, a member of the 
musical cast. “The Yiddish theatre 
has always been a part of the New 
York cultural scene.” 

Nonetheless, The New Yorker's 
executive vice president. John New- 
house Jr., reiterated the publica- 
tion’s position chat there are “many, 
many shows and plays” and other, 
cultural events in New York that are 
listed in the “Goings On About 


Town” column. 

The New Yorker magazine does 
not attempt to list every show in New 
York,” he said. “It lists some shows 
and doesn’t list others.” As he 
spoke, demonstrators outside car- 
ried placards declaring. The New 
Yorker magazine is unfair to the 
Yiddish theatre.” 

The controversy, brewing for 
several weeks, has led to charges of 
unfairness and discrimination being 
filed with the state and city human 
rights divisions against the magazine 
by the musical’s producer, Raymond 
Ariel. In addition, charges have 
been filed with the Anti-Defamation 
League of B’nai B’rith. 

Carol Lister, director of the 
T ADL’s New York office, said the 
ADL has reviewed the dispute and 
“while we may not necessarily agree 
with the editorial judgment of the 
magazine, we do not feel it is discri- 
minatory.” She confirmed that New-

HAIFA- - An American manufac- 
curer of epitaxial silicon wafers, used 
in the making of semi-conductors for 
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Non-Profit and

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electronic apparatus, will locate its 
new factory in the Galilee, raiher 
than in the highlands of Scotland^, 
thanks to Nevatim Industrial Promo- 
ters Ltd. of Kiryat Bialik, The Jeru- 
salem Post learned. 

“We could not match the 60 per 
cent investment grant the Scots 
offered , but our argument that Israel 
musters a more sophisticated labour 
force, know-how and management 
expertise, won the day,” Ayi Kerbs, 
the manager of Nevatim told The 
POSt. _

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' The initial investment in the fac- 
tory will be about $5 million, to go up 
to $20 million in the future. For a 
start some 25 workers, are to be 
employed. The American firm is 
considered “medium sized” in the 
industry. 

Kerbs said it took a lot of effort, 
including four visits to the U.S. to 
get the factory for Israel. 

“We did a lot of market research 
to establish that Israel needs such a 
factory, feat we do not have the 
know-how for tire wafers but that 
they are required here and that the 
American company was planning to 
build an overseas facility,” be said. 

The research also led him to a veiy 
large German firm which supplies 
the primary raw materials from 
which die wafers are made. 

He thought it would .be a good 
thing if Israel could supply the raw 
materials too, “but the director of 


the West German firm informed me 
that they were not interested in com- 
ing to Israel. 

“So I told him, on the phone, that 
when I lecture on business manage- 
ment is Tel Aviv University one of 
the first things I tell the students is 
never to refuse an offer before they 
have beard the details. He then set 
aside an hour to see me. Finally we 
sar far into the evening discussing the 
project, and I am hopeful that even- 
tually something may come of it.”

HAIFA. - There may be a shortage 
of rain as far as the fanners and the 
Mekorot water company are con- 
cerned. But for the country’s fisher- 
men, there is no drought. 

“There are lots of fish, both along 
our Mediterranean shore and in 
Lake Kinneret. More than we dared 
expect for this dryish winter, which is 
the high season for fish,” Fisher- 
men’s Union secretary Arye Tsur 
told The Jerusalem Post Friday. 

The men have risen to the occa- 
sion with every available boat, put- 
ting out to sea to get their share of 
the fish. Some of the boats are 
venerable 'old tubs, over 30 years 
old. 

Catches are so good that prices are 
depressed. 

Some 300 men make their living 
from fishing. About 100 operate the 
20 boats of the trawler fleet; another 
150 work the smaller boats for pela- 
gic fishing nearer the shore, and 
several dozen fish on Lake Kinneret. 

The Gaza Strip, whose fishermen 
usually flood the Israel market with 
their catches, is currently buying 
more than it sells, taking several tons 


of small er and cheaper fish every 
week. 

Another boost to the industry is 
the small quantity of high priced 
shrimps that come up with almost 
every trawl net. The prices that local 
restaurants and consumers are will- 
ing to pay for the delicacy are so high 
that they are not worth exporting for 
the time being. 

“We can’t complain." Tsur con- 
cluded. 

The only thing fishermen need to 
make this a perfect season is rapid 
Agriculture Ministry authorization 
of development loans to let them 
order new trawlers to replace the 
oldest and creakiest vessels. 

On the other hand, the fish breed- 
ers are in trouble, caught in a bind 
between frozen prices that make the 
work unprofitable and the refusal of 
hordes of pelicans to move on to 
Africa. 

The big-billed birds are preferring 
to stay, despite the worsening of the 
weather. They freeload from the fish 
ponds, doing “extensive damage" 
due to their voracious appetite. 
Breeders' Union secretary Amnon 
Levin said.

Judges freed unharmed after 35-hour hostage a ffair 

Gunmen yield in French drama

NANTES ('Reuter). - Three heavily 
armed gunmen were back in jail 
yesterday after giving themselves up 
at Nantes Airport on Friday night 
following a 35-hour hostage drama 
that began during a trial for armed 
robbery in this western French city’s 
main court. 

The gunmen, led by chief accused 
in the trial Georges Courtois, 39. 
released two judges they had taken 
with them to the airport. Radio 
reports said a Mystere executive jet 
was standing by apparently to fly 
them Co an undisclosed destination. 

The bloodless outcome was hailed 
by French officials yesterday as a 
success for the country's new anti- 
terrorist squad. Raid, in its first 
operation and whose leader Robert 
Broussard masterminded the nego- 
tiations. 

Broussard and an assistant spent 
five hours huddled in the dark with 
the gunmen and their two hostages 
in the car in which they were allowed 


to drive to the airport from the court. 

More than 30 people were held 
hostage when self-styled Moslem 
militant Abdel Karim Khalki bran- 
dishing a revolver and a grenade 
stormed into the Nantes Assize 
Court on Thursday and handed out 
weapons to the two accused on trial. 

The hostages, including the jupr 
and law students, were released in 
batches during negotiations with 
police. 

One of the two hostage judges, 
Bernard Bureau, said at die airport 
terminal after he was set free, “I 
never really thought we would take 

Courtois said after surrendering 
that he had an easy conscience and 
gave himself up to save the life and 
freedom of Khalki who was now 
expected to be deported to his native 
Morocco. 

Khalki said he was a Moslem mili- 
tant, but police described him as a 
common criminal and convicted 


armed robber who had known Cour- 
tois in jail. 

Broussard said 15 shots were fired 
during the affair, adding it was re- 
markable that none came from the 
30-man raid unit that was flown to 
Nantes when the courtroom drama 
began. 

No one was hurt in the shooting, 
but the camera lens of a British 
television crew was shattered when 
Courtois with court President Judge 
Dominique Bailhache, 45, handcuf- 
fed to him, opened fire from the 
steps of the courthouse with a Mag- 
num revolver, demanding transport 
to the airport. 

At the airport six revolvers, three 
grenades and a machinegiw were 
recovered from the car which took 
them from the courtroom. The 
machinegun had been picked up 
from the left-luggage department at 
Nantes railway station on the drive 
from the courthouse to the airport, 
police said-

Soviet missiles in Libya 
‘dangerous escalation 9 


WASHINGTON (AP).-The Soviet 
Union is installing long-range anti- 
aircraft missiles in Libya in a 
“dangerous escalation" of the milit- 
ary relationship between the two 
nations, a State Department spokes- 
man said Friday. 

The U.S. has raised the issue of 
the SA-5 missiles with the Soviet 
Union, but did not receive a satisfac- 
tory reply. State Department 
spokesman Joe Reap said. 

•“The Libyan arsenal of Soviet 
equipment is well known and dearly 
exceeds any legitimate security re- 
quirements the Libyans have,” Reap 
said. 

“We now believe the Soviets have 


provided SA-5 missiles. This is a 
significant and dangerous escalation 
in the Soviet-Libyan arms rela- 
tionship.” 

The Washington Post reported 
yesterday that the ground-to-airmis- 
sUes were being installed in two 
locations in the North African na- 
tion, and could bit targets at 240 
kilometres. That would include 
possible U.S. reconnaissance planes 
flying over the contested Gulf of 
Sidra, which Libya considers its 
territory, but the U.S. contends is 
part of international waters. The 
Gulf of Sidra is where U.S. F-14 
fighters shot down two Soviet-built 
Libyan fighters in 1981. 


Shultz-Reagan 
row renews 
dispute over 
lie detectors

Or if you simply do not believe that 
the lie detector, or polygraph test, 
can catch a lie, then yon will pass with 
flying colours.

Assam’s youthful opposition 
trounces Gandhi’s party 


GAUAHTT. India. - A 32-year-old 
law student yesterday prepared to 
form India’s most youthful state gov- 
ernment after his fledgling political 
party swept aside Prime Minister 
Rajiv Gandhi's Congress (I ) Party in 
Assam's polls. 

Prafulla Mahanta, leader of the 
two-muntft-oid Assam People's 
Front (AFP), was expected to be 
chosen as chief minister at a party 
meeting today. 

With two results to be declared, 
the APF had won an outright major- 
ity with 64 seats in the 126-seat state 
assembly. 

Voting in the remote northeastern 
state took place last Monday but 
with a record 75 per cent rumour 
counting was the slowest ever for an 
Indian election. 


Congress ( 1 ) held on to just 23 
seats, losing three-quarters of the 
seats it won in the last elections in 
1983, boycotted by militant 
Assamese. 

Mahanta. who led Assamese Hin- 
dus in a six-year campaign against 
mainly Moslem settlers from neigh- 
bouring Bangladesh, said his party's 
first priority would be to expel 
thousands of illegal immigrants. 

He vowed to implement an Au- 
gust peace agreement between anti- 
immigrant campaigners and Gan- 
dhi's government. The accord strip- 
ped Bengali-speaking immigrants 
who came to Assam between 1966 
and 1971 of voting rights for 10 years 
and said those , who settled in the 
state after 1971 would be deported.

“(It) is hardly a scientific instru- 
ment (and) tends to identify people 
who are innocent as guilty and misses 
at least some fraction of people who 
are guilty of lying,” Shultz said. 

The White House said Friday that 
Shultz may have misinterpreted the 
presidential directive which was 
aimed at using polygraphs only as a 
counter-espionage weapon. 

Reagan said after meeting Shultz 
that the secretary of state need never 
fear being asked to take the poly- 
graph test. 

Kuwait deportations 

KUWAIT (Reuter). - Kuwait is de- 
porting 2 00 people a month, a senior 
official was quoted yesterday as 
saying, indicating a sustained secur- 
ity clampdown since an attempt last 
May to assassinate Emir Jaber al- 
Ahmed ai-Sabah. 

Officials have said several 
thousand people, mostly illegal im- 
migrants but also political “undesir- 
ables,” have been expelled since the 
attack on the emir and two cafe 
bombings last July which killed 10 
people. 


NAPLES (AP). — An explosion rip- 
ped through an oil storage facility 
before dawn yesterday, killing three 
people and injuring at least 160, the 
Ministry of Civil Protection said. 

Firefighters on the ground battled 
the blaze, which was still raging 
more than seven hours after the 0415 
GMT explosion, while two air- 
tanker planes dumped fire-retardant 
foam on the flames. 

The fire belched columns of thick, 
black smoke that spread a dark cloud 
over 32 square kilometres of the Bay 
of Naples. 

A spokeswoman for the ministry 
said a mother and her adult daughter 
were killed when their house col- 1 
lapsed in the explosion of the nearby 


oil facility of the state-owned Agip 
petroleum company. She said the 
third death was that of an Agip 
worker and that one Agip employee 
was missing. 

Nineteen people were hospital- 
ized from injuries suffered in the 
blast and fire that engulfed neigh- 
bouring buildings, she said, and 142 
were treated for injuries. 

Earlier reports from city officials 
indicated as many as 280 people 
were injured. • 

An Agip spokesman said 32 stor- 
age tanks were involved. The tanks 
have a capacity of 98,000 cubic 
metres, but at the lime of the blast 
held only about 25,000 cubic metres 
of fuel. 


2 Bulgars deny aiding pope’s assailant 


SOFIA (AP). - A diplomat and a 
soldier from Bulgaria denied yester- 
day they were in any way involved in 
a plot to kill Pope John Paul U as 
papal assailant Mehmet Ali Agca 
has claimed. 

The diplomat, Todor Aivazov, 
testified that he did not know Agca, 
who shot the pope in St. Peter's 
Square on May 13, 1981.' 

“I never met Agca so this pre- 
cludes the possibility of any negotia- 
tions or any discussions about an 
attempt on the life of Pope John 
Paul,” Aivazov told Italian and 
Bulgarian magistrates. 

The tall, stocky. Aivazov, the chief 
financial officer of. his country’s 


embassy in Rome until 1982, is one 
of three Bulgarians and three Turks 
accused of complicity with Agca- in 
the assassination attempt. 

Their trial began in Rome last 
May. The judge, deputy judge and 
prosecutor came to this Soviet-bloc 
nation to question Aivazov and co- 
defendant Lf.-CoJ. Zhelyo Kolev 
Vassilev, who have refused to come 
to Rome, claiming diplomatic im- 
munity. 

Vassilev, in earlier testimony, also 
denied any part in the purported 
conspiracy to (till the pope and said 
he had never met Agca. 

Agca is serving a life-sentence for 
the shooting.

Britain forced to ‘kowtow’ to China on Hongkong

LONDON. - Britain has been forced to concede 
that it can make no substantive political reforms in 
Hongkong before the Chinese takeover in 1997 
without the approval of Peking. 

It is recognized in London that a widening gap 
exists between China's understanding of “a high I 
degree of autonomy,” as foreseen for Hongkong' 
in the Sino-Britisb Agreement, and those in the 
territory who demand a greater degree of repre- 
sentative government now, to ensure considerable 
self-rule after 1997. 

China wishes to dictate the extent and nature of 
that self-rule in the Basic Law it is preparing to 
draft with advice from its appointees in Hong- 
kong. The agreement, for instance, states that 
the Legislative Council is to be elected, but does 
not stipulate how. Recent modest moves by the 
Hongkong j^overament to hold limited elections 
for a minority of the seats on the council were 
publicly and none-too-subtly denounced as too 
fast two weeks ago by Xu Jiatun, Peking's senior 
spokesman in Hongkong. 

After Xu spoke, a tremor of anxiety ran through 
the territory and the stockmarket fell 53 points. 

Last week, anxiety turned to fury when the 
Joint Liaison Group, made up of British and 
Chinese representatives and established under the 
agreement to oversee a smooth passage to 1997, 


announced in Peking that the two sides would 
discuss prospective changes in Hongkong’s poli- 
tical system. Li Hongkong a feeling promptly 
deepened that from now on such changes will 
occur only with Peking’s consent. In die Hong- 
kong government, and in Westminister, this is 
regarded as facing realities. 

In Whitehall, it is established that to proceed 
where Peking demurs would be to end in a 
political box. Die British, it is explained, will 
always strive to explain their views or proposals, 
but although the word “veto” is brushed aside, it is 
observed that historically Hongkong has existed 
on Chinese sufferance. Ultimate acceptability by 
Peking, therefore, will continue to be a negotiat- 
ing benchmark for the next 12 years. This position 
is accepted on both sides of the House. (Observer 
Foreign News Service) 

The Associated Press, reporting from the 
Crown Colony, said the highest-ranking Chinese 
official to visit British-administered Hongkong 
yesterday called his trip a success , but acknow- 
ledged issues^ remain to be resolved before tbe 
financial centre is returned to Communist China 
in 1997. 

Ji Pengfei, head of China’s Hongkong and 
Macao Affairs Office, told reporters he noted 
concern in Hongkong over political reforms under 
Ctfinses rule, passports for local residents and 


Hongkong's participation in international econo- 
mic organizations. 

Ji said Britain and China have a committee 
working to resolve these and other issues, which 
he believes will be settled before China regains 
sovereignity over the capitalistic free port at the 
expiration of a territorial lease in 1997. 

Ji, 75, met reporters at a gathering organized by 
the Hongkong branch of China's official Xinhua 
News Agency. 

Xinhua called the meeting a “press confer- 
ence,” but news organizations questioned the 
term because written questions had to be submit- 
ted two days in advance and there was no oppor- 
tunity to ask supplementary questions from the 
floor. 

Ji arrived in Hongkong on December 10 for a 
13-day visit which he had said was to give him a 
firsthand look at developments in Hongkong. 

Is addition to Hongkong Governor Sir Edward 
Youde, Ji met with businessmen andmembersofa 
basic law drafting committee which is preparing a 
document to serve as a constitution for post- 1997 
Hongkong. Ji is chairman of the committee. He 
said the “right to interpret” the basic law will rest 
with China's National People's Congress and that 
it will be based on Peking's “one country, two 
systems” policy.

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IN THE MIDST of the current pub- 
lic hospital crisis. I had occasion to 
require hospitalization and the good 
fortune to make the acquaintance of 
a relatively new private hospital - 
the Herzliva Medical Centre, oppo- 
site the Sharon Hotel on the sea- 
front. 

I was referred to the centre as a 
patient of the Maccabi Sick Fund, so 
my brief stay and treatment there did 
not cost me a single shekel. Yet I was 
pampered and coddled exactly as 
one would be in some exclusive 
private clinic abroad. 

There were only three days of 
waiting between the scheduling of 
my elective surgery - at a convenient 
hour ~ and my admittance. I was 
checked in and attended to prompt- 
ly: everything else went exactly on 
schedule. I departed as soon as was 
medically advisable. It was, perhips, 
unfortunate that I did not stay long 
enough to sample the full-board as 
the cooked meals come from the 
Sharon Hotel kitchen, and are thus 
likely to be superior to usual hospital 
fare. 

Exactly a week later, feeling tit 
and chipper, I walked back into the 
Heraliya Medical Centre., this time 
to interview its director, in light of 
the national uproar over the finan- 
cial state of most of the country's 
hospitals. 

Not surprisingly. Dr. Aubrey Jof- 
fe reported that the centre is suffer- 
ing no hardships whatsoever in the 
current crisis. Unlike public hospit- 
als, the centre has an ample three- 
month stock of medications and 
other supplies. Its heating system is 
functioning normally. He implied 
that the centre would be getting 
more business than usual. Patients 
will want to circumvent the long 
queues for surgery elsewhere, and 
doctors are becoming demoralized 
by the shortage of supplies at the 
public hospitals. 

The centre's biggest competition, 
Joffe claims, is the so-called system 
of "Mick medicine". This is the 
common practice of paying doctors 
under-the-table in order to iump the 
queue for surgery in a public hos- 
pital, or to be sure of getting the 
surgeon of one’s choice. 

"Hie Herzliya Medical Centre 
opened three years ago, and has 


gradually expanded ever since. One 
of the most recent additions is its 
full-fledged cardiology institute, 
licensed by the Ministry of Health to 
perform open-heart surgery — the 
only private hospital in the country 
with this distinction. 

The entire ultra-modem centre 
represents an investment of nearly 
SlOm. from South Africa and 
Europe. Its South African initiators, 
while impressed with the general 
high standard of medicine in Israel, 
felt there was a need for a place 
where top-flight doctors could prac- 
tise private medicine in a single, 
modem building offering nil the faci- 
lities of a large public hospital. (The 
biggest and best-known private 
hospitals in Israel, Assuta in Tel 
Aviv and Elisha in Haifa, are over 50 
years old.) 

Curiously, while in the early 
Stages of building, the centre ran 
afoul of a fellow former South Afri- 
can - Abba Eban, whose home faces 
the site. He lost a bid to have the 
project halted, but won agreement 
to several construction alterations 
which made it more acceptable to 
the neighbourhood. 

Three-quarters of the patients at 
the centre pay their own bills pri- 
vately, I am told. Of these, nearly 
one in three is a non-Israeli. Some 
are members of the diplomatic, UN 
and press corps, but other come 
from abroad, having heard of the 
place by word of mouth. They come 
primarily from Turkey, Cyprus, 
Greece, Italy, Egypt and the Gulf 
states. 

The remaining 25 per cent who are 
not paying customers come as I did 
through one of the local sick funds 
which has arrangements with the 
centre for coverage of some, if not 
all, medical procedures. (Each 
member must check individually in 
every case.) The funds which have 
agreements with the centre are Sbi- 
loah. Maccabi, Leumi and 
Meuhedet. 

Until a fortnight ago, the Histad- 
rut’s Kupat Holim Klalit was refer- 
ring certain patients to the centre for 
CAT scans, but has ceased doing so 
because of its financial straits. 

For those who pay privately, an 
overnight stay in a single room costs 
IS345,000 ($200 plus VAT), while a

A doctor's diary/Dr. David Samson

Recently 
however she developed a fairly 
typical strep throat for which I gave 
her the accepted treatment, a course 
of penicillin, all or part bf which may 
or may not have been relevant to 
what subsequent}- happened. 

For a day or two all went well. 
Rivka began to feel better. Her 
temperature came down and her 
throat discomfort subsided satistac- 
tori:.'. Then events took an unex- 
pected turn for the worse. A high 
temperature returned, she again felt 
reallv ill, and the glands in her neck 
swelled up visibly. Most striking ot 
all was a rash, mainly composed of 
small red circles of differing shades, 
which appeared all over her body but 
most markedly on her arms, hands 
less and feet.

Private treatment 

Martha Meisefs discovers that the three-year-old Herzliya Medical 
Centre is holding its own despite the present hospital crisis.

place in the blood vessels of other 
body membranes and linings, such as 
the eye, die mouth, and the lungs- 
The severity of EM may vary from a 
mild rash and a slight fever to a 
severe illness with a high tempera- 
ture, a total body rash, and ulcera- 
tion and bleeding at many locations 
throughout the body. These more 
dramatic cases are sometimes called 
the Stevens-Johnson syndrome after 
two doctors who were among the 
tint to document it. Fortunately, 
most cases are either mild or moder- 
ate in nature. 

The exact cause of EM is un- 
known, but its appearance has long 
been noted to be associated with the 
previous occurrence of certain speci- 
fic events, for example the recent 
adminis tration of certain drugs, such 
as sulphouamides. Often there has. 
previously been a mild bacterial or 
viral illness such as tonsillitis or a 
herpes infection in the individual 
concerned. A small bacteria-like 
organism, mycoplasma, has occa- 
sionally been found to be present 
during the course of EM, but proof 
that this is an actual cause of the 
condition in such cases is still lack- 
ing. It is probable that EM is the end 
result of several different, as yet 
unidentifiable, processes, which act

THE WOMAN who had been lead- 
ing the battle against retirement-age 
discrimination at the Jewish Agency 
may herself be forced to retire be- 
fore the negotiations she fought for 
take place next month. 

On January 9, the Jewish Agen- 
cy's management, its works commit- 
tee and the Histadrut Clerks Union 
will meet to discuss changing the rule 
requiring women to retire at age 60, 
five years before their male counter- 
parts. 

Two years ago. Dr. Naomi Nevo, 
then 59, a sociologist in the agency’s 
settlement department, wrote to 
Agency Executive Chairman Arye 
Dulzin urging that women be 
.allowed to retire at 65. 

Dulzin referred the matter to the 
agency’s manpower department, but 
Nevo was not satisfied. She then 
went to see agency treasurer Akiya 
Levinsky, who seemed sympathetic 
and promised to see that the subject 
of retirement age discrimination be 
taken op in negotiations. But no- 
thing happened — even after Nevo

emergency which requires hospitrl 
services. There is also no maternity 
ward. 

Other than that, the centre per- 
forms the whole gamut of medical, 
paramedical and dental services,, in- 
cluding legal abortions, following its 
own recognized committee's 
approval. It has a clinic for impo- 
tence and male infertility. In the 
cardiac field, it has facilities for 
catherization and angioplasty two 
procedures which can often avert the 
necessity of major hedrt surgery. 

Moving from facts to philosophy. 
Joffe says that “We get no subsidies 
from the government - and we don't 
want any. But we also don't want any 
government interference.” The only 
specific insrance of such interference 
in the past, he says, is the authorities' 
refusal to exempt foreign citizens 
from paying the VAT on their hos- 
pital bills - “although the same tour- 
ists are not charged VAT at the hotel 
across the road." 

How can a private hospital hope to 
“make it" when public ones are in 
financial straits? There are basic dif- 
ferences in concept, says Joffe, 
which make a private hospital more 
efficient. 

Take the question of beds, for 
instance. In terms of beds, the Herz- 
liya Medical Centre is very small 
indeed. There is space for only about 
25 patients to stay overnight. At 
present, it averages about 75 per 
cent bed-occupancy rate. 

Of course, one could point out 
that the centre does not have to deal 
with patients with long-term or even 
short-term serious illnesses as most 
of its cases are surgical. 

But even here there is a basic 
difference in approach, Joffe argues. 
Many ultra-modem surgical techni- 
ques enable patients to come in and 
walk out the same day for proce- 
dures which used to require lengthy 
stays. 

However, in public hospitals. Jof- 
fe charges, department heads want 
to show full bed-occupancy all the 
time, to make sure their budgets 
won’t be cut. Thus, he claims, a 
public hospital may admit a patient 
on Thursday for Sunday surgery, 
then give him a “weekend pass” to 
go home for Sbabbat, while listing 
the bed as “occupied."

Perhaps it needs a little more salt . 
A drop more wine? The sauce 
should be not too thin, not too thick, 
the taste not sweet, not sour, some- 
where in between.

Patients at the centre spend us 
little time in hospital as is considered 
necessary for purely medical 
reasons, says Joffe. About 80 per 
cent of the centre's cataract opera- 
tions. for example, are done on a 
"drive-in. drive-out” basis while. 
Joffe claims, some hospitals keep 
cataract patients for seven to It' day*, 
for what he calls "non-medical 
reasons.” 

Ownership and utilization ol 
equipment are other areas in which 
Joffe says the centre differs from 
usual local hospital practice. He say* 
traditional-minded administrators 
have challenged him. saying. "You 
need a 400-bed hospital before you 
should have a CAT scanner, and 5tK» 
beds before doing open-heart 
surgery.” 

Joffe. himself a physiologist from 
South Africa, says these are "old 
concepts which should be forgot- 
ten.” He claims there is no logical 
connection between the size of a 
hospital, in terms of beds, and its 
degree of technological sophistica- 
tion. 

Under-utilization of expensive 
equipment in the country’s public 

hospitals is a major reason for their 
financial straits. Joffe contends. 
There is no logical reason, he says, 
for laboratories and operating 
theatres to work solely or primarily 
in the morning hours, as they tend to 
do in most hospitals here, (except for 
emergency surgery, of course). 

In contrast, at the centre’s three 
operating theatres, surgery is reg- 
ularly performed throughout the 
day. Similarly, the centre’s on- 
premises laboratory recedes the 
public from 8 a.m. to 7 p.m. 

There is no “works committee" 
(vaadovdim) at the Herzliya Medic- 
al Centre, and the management will 
not permit one. Joffe asserts. Em- 
ployees are hired on contracts, as in 
high-tech, science- based industries. 
Salaries are significantly higher than 
in the public medical sector, he 
notes. 

Joffe admits that the centre is not 
yet functioning at its full potential. 
The facility could handle 30 to 40 per 
cent more patients than it does to- 
day. he says, adding that he hopes it 
will increase activity by this amount 
in the coming vear.

Gadget-mad Japan readies for Xmas 


TOKYO l Reuter). - If you think 
everyone on your Christmas present 
list has everything, thinkagain. 

Gadget-mad Japan has unveiled a 
few ideas this year. How about a 
brassiere which remembers your 
curves, a penguin that sweeps table- 
tops. a screeching anti -sleep head- 
band or a device that deters the 
hungry' female mosquito? 

Japan is cheerfully cashing in on 
the West's present-buying Christmas 
binge, even though December 25 is a 
normal working day in this largely 
Buddhist country. 

The stationmaster at Hiroshima 
central is playing “Hark the herald 
angels sing” over the public address 
system, and department stores in 
Tokyo's fashionable Ginza shopping 
area are bristling with holly, mistle- 
toe. Oust mas trees, gangs of Santas 
and shoppers clutching their year- 
end bonuses. 

So what's new on the shelves this 
year? 

“Tuxedo Sam." a small blue and 
white plastic penguin robot equip- 
ped with a few brushes, will waddle 
across your Christmas dinner table 
sweeping crumbs and turkey bones 
to the Boor. 

“Sam" comes fairly cheap at 6,000 
yen ($30). The latest and largest 
remote-controlled robot for trund- 


ling dad's scotch and soda across the 
sitting room will burn a 90,000 yen 
($450) hole in the bonus. 

For mothers and girlfriends, 
Japan's leading underwear com- 
pany, Wacoal. has unveiied the "sof- 
ree” memory bra made with a web of 
Nickel-titanium alloy wire. 

The shape of the owner is locked 
into the bra at the first flush of body 
temperature and Wacoal says the 
alloy has a memory which makes the 
bra automatically remoulded to a 
perfect supporting position each 
rime it is worn. 

• Housewives might like a gadget to 
end some washday blues - an elec- 
tronic rain sensor called “It's rain- 
ing.” 

At the first sign of rain this 3,000 
yen ($15) wonder starts playing a 
tune in the kitchen. It should give 
you enough time to dash outside and 
grab your “soirees” off the line. 

Another electronic gadget avail- 
able this year alongside the ever- 
popular Japanese toilet seat-heater 
is the singing plastic telephone hol- 
der. 

Should you have to hold an incom- 
ing call a few seconds to consult a 
notebook, this little box of tricks will 
play a soothing tune like "Greens- 
leeves" down the line, so the caller 
knows you have not hung up. 


Presents for drivers abound, as 
you might expect in a country that 
makes 1 1 million cars a year. Among 
them is a 12.000 yen ($60) device to 
rouse dozing drivers. 

This is an elastic headband with a 
small box of electronics mounted on 
the side to monitor driver reactions 
and emit a piercing shriek if he shows 
any tendency to slumber at rhe 
wheel. 

Hiroshi Majima. who heads the 
company that makes the device, says 
he thinks it is a good buy for long- 
baul truck drivers. He reports there 
is a multi-coloured “Stars and 
Stripes'* version for American free- 
way snoozers. 

For those in warmer climes and 
prey to the mosquito, a “Chase-ca” 
might be a more suitable gift. This is 
a plastic tube that surrounds the 
wearer with a barely-audible. high- 
pitched bum. 

The jnstructions on the side of its 
box explain that most biting mos- 
quitoes are females in the spawning 
season. 

“A spawning female mosquito is 
very disgusted at the approach of 
male mosquitoes. Therefore, the 
frequency of “Chase-ca” is made to 
imitate the sound signal of the male 
mosquito - and users are free from 
the mosquito's bite.” 


INCOMING TOURISM is on the 
rise, according to Michael Gidron, 
director of Information Services at 
the Ministry of Tourism. From the

The firm was founded three years 
ago, “when prosperity misled a lot of 
businessmen into running their 
affaire as if the good times were here 
forever.’’ Nurit has over the last few 
months increased by 50 per cent the 
number of firms it advises on proper 
management; and now has about 45 
clients. 


Several of these are local author- 
ities whose management practices 
Nurit investigated on behalf of the 
interior ministry. “In one local au- 
thority we found that 125 persons 
were employed to do the work of 75. 
with the mayor running every so 
often to the ministry crying for finan- 
cial help," Haddad said. 

He does not think that 60 per cent 
of small industrial workshops, em- 
ploying 10*30 persons, have any fu- 
ture at all. “They are simply dissolv- 
ing and disappearing. There is no 
outcry, for they don't know how to 
engender a public outcry . ” 

But it is the medium-sized plants 
that can save themselves - if they 
take the proper steps, he adds. And 
they must take' these steps im- 
mediately. for they lack the financial 
backing and room for maneuver 
which giants like Koor or Clal pro- 
vide. 


The first thing these plank should 
do re sell off their ram' fovchioev. 
“Many have so much stock . that 
when they dear out their storage 
areas they find brand-new machines 
they ordered years ago and never. got 
around to installing.” 

The second thing is to reduce their 
administrative staff by' about -one 
quarter. “But companies rarely do 
this. Top management takes ore of 
its office workers first; industrial 
workers are the first to be fired.” 
The reason for this. Haddad iays. 
is simple. Most industrial plant own- 
ers think in terms of finance,- -not in 
terms of production. When they ran 
into trouble, they pul! out their in- 
vestments from the plant and move 
into financial instruments. They 
simply don't think of buying new 
machinery, firing clerks and getting 
their productive workers to work 
harder.

Market booms, but bears see 
trouble in their crystal balls 


NEW YORK ( AP). - It is shaping 
up as a lonely Christmas for the 
pessimists of the financial world. 

The past few months have been 
harsh ones for any financial adviser 
or money manager who had doubts 
about the market outlook. Stock and 
bond prices have shown so much 
strength that just about everyone on 
Wall Street seems to see a rosy 
outlook for 1986. 

Nevertheless, a few notable dis- 
senters argue chat the mood, could 
change considerably in the months 
ahead. 

“Following a four-year bull mar- 
ket in bonds, a three-and-a-half year 
bull market in stocks, and an econo- 
mic recovery that is over three years 
old, we believe 1986 will witness the 
beginning of some rough weather in 
both the financial markets and the 
economy,” said Henry Gailliot. 
senior vice-president of Federated 
Research Corp. . a large investment 
management firm.

argues: “After three-and-a-half 
years and a doubling of stock prices, 
it is a lot to ask of this bull market to 
proceed through 1986 without a sig- 
nificant correction. 

Lawrence Heim, publisher of an 
advisory letter in Portland, Oregon, 
recently issued a report expressing 
concern over what he sees as a 
“breakdown” of commodity prices 
that could be the precursor of other 
economic and financial woes. 

“I’m a bull on the stock market, in 
the sense that It can’ still go a lot 
higher,” Heim said Friday.

Further tests on 
methanol fuel

TEL AVIV. - Petrol with a 3-5 per 
cent component of methanol will be 
widely available at service stations in 
1987,Shmuel Dankner. chairman of 
Dor Chemicals told a press confer- 
ence here yesterday. 

Methanol is a synthetic high- 
octane petrol, and is manufactured 
by Dor Chemical. According to 
Dankner, it improves tbe quality of 
regular petrol and serves as a substi- 
tute for lead, which is a health and 
ecological hazard. 

Dor Chemicals is already selling 
petrol mixed with methanol at one 
service station in Haifa. It is planned 
to expand the experiment to an addi- 
tional station in Haifa and one in Tel 
Aviv. 

Dankner complained -that the 
reason this new “petrol cocktail” is 
not yet available at all service sta- 
tions is certain standards and regula- 
tions which he desribed as “out- 
dated.'' 

He also brought statistics showing 
that his synthetic fuel can save about 
$20 million in imported fuel a year.

RAMAT GAN. — Hapoel Tel Aviv 
may still be four points behind reign- 
ing champions Maccabi Haifa, but 
the Reds looked like championship 
material at the Ramai Gan Stadium 
yesterday. Twice they were two 
goals down, and twice they came 
back to inflict a searing 3-2 defeat on 
Betar Jerusalem, for whom this was 
a home match. Ten thousand fans 
saw one of the best matches yet 
played this season. 

As the game flowed from end to 
end, either team could have 
emerged as the main challengers to 
the green reign of the Haifaites for 
the past two seasons. Led by the 
powerful Shlomo Shirazi, the right 
wing raider who came through time 
and again from his right back posi- 
tion, and the ubiquitous Uri Malmil- 
lian in midfield, Betar appeared to 
have a slight edge as EH Ohaua and 
Avi GoJder threatened Arie AJter’s 
goal time and again. These attacking 


waves by the white-shined Betar 
players finally ripened into a deli- 
cious fruit of a goal by Golder in the 
16th minute, when Betar captain 
Hanan Azulai sent a perfect cross 
from the left to the bead of Golder, 
who made no mistake. 

But the goal only injected added 
adrenalin into Hapoel, who began to 
take control, mainly through Moshe 
Sinai and Yehuda Amar. In the 27th 
minute a left-footed corner by Sinai 
curled past Uri Suissa. who came 
into the Betar goal to replace the 
injured Yossi Mizrahi five minutes 
earlier. The 1-1 scoreline truly re- 
flected the run of play. 

Betar went ahead again in the 40th 
minute, mainly because of a lapse in 
the Hapoel defence. Sami Malca 
found himself all alone with plenty of 
space only ten metres outside the 
Hapoel goal, as Eli Ohana sent him 
an accurate pass. Malca shot past 
Alter, as if doing that was the easiest 
thingln the world. 


Hapod may have been down but 
they were not out. With the start of 
the second half, the Reds swarmed 
into the Betar defences, cheered on 
mightily by half of the Saturday 
afternoon crowd. Yehuda Amur and 
Sinai were the schemers behind a 
series of attacks that simply had to 
pay off. but nobody expected two 
strikes within three minutes of each 
other. 

In the 52nd minute Amar headed 
in yet another Sinai in-swinger from 
a corner, and Eli Cohen, of four goal 
fame last week, headed yet another 
Hapoel goal from a Maurice Jano 
cross. It was Cohen's sixth goal of 
the season, putting him level with 
Haifa's Zahi Armeli. 

Betar's reserve keeper Suissa 
must bear some of the blame for 
conceding three goals. He should 
have cut out the corners and crosses 
that found the heads of Hapoel's 
keen attackers. Much of the goal- 
keeper’s art is correct positional 


play, and in that Suissa showed 
weakness yesterday. 

in the last half-hour it was again 
Betar who got on top with some fine 
football by Malca and Malmiliian. 
Asher Sasson came on for Yossi 
Mizrahi, the midfielder, in coach 
Dror Kash tan's efforts to aid that 
final punch up front, but the Hapoel 
defence held tight under pressure. 
Best of all was goalkeeper Alter, 
who kept out the shots and headers 
of Malca. Ohana. Sasson and Gol- 
der. 

When the final whistle blew, the 
fans, like the players of both sides, 
had perspired throughout a highly 
competitive match. The result kept 
Hapoel Tel Aviv four points behind 
Maccabi Haifa and four points ahead 
of Betar. This win will have given 
them oodles of confidence. The mes- 
sage to Haifa is: the Reds are on the 
march. They have scored eight goals 
in their last two games.

Mats Wilander and Joakim Nys- 
trom beat Becker and Andreas 
Maurer 64, 6-2- 6-1 in just 78 mi- 
nutes of an embarrasingly one-sided 
match to give Sweden a 2-1 lead in 
the best-of-five tie. 

Even if Becker, the Wimbledon 
champion, should beat Wilander in 
the first of today’s return singles, few 
people give West German second 
player Michael Westphal a chance of 
overcoming Australian Open cham- 
pion Edberg in the final match. 

Becker's volleying was poor and 
be looked altogether out of sorts. 
Maurer did his best, but his relative- 
ly weak service was term apart by the 
Swede's devastating returns. 
Though they had never played a 
Davis Cup doubles together, Wilan- 
der and Nystrom looked just what 
they are - one of the classiest pair- 
ings in the world. 

On Friday, Becker produced 
some of the dazzling tennis which 
made him Wimbledon champion this 
year when he beat Edberg.

• Westphal came back from a break 
down to level at 44 in the third set, 
the first time he had broken Wilan- 
der’s service, and began to play with 
greater ease and confidence. 

But the clinical Wilander did not 
let him off the hook a second time. 
He broke for 9-8 when Westphal put 
a simple forehand into the net at 
3040 and served out for love to win 
the match in two hours 24 minutes.

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The announcement Iasi week by Eilat's mayor Raft Hochmann that 
he aims to bring horse-racing to his resort town brings to mind the story 
of the newly rich businessman who was persuaded to buy a racehorse. 
In its first race it came last. 30 minute:, behind the home in front of him. 
“Couldn't you go a bit faster. 1 ' the owner asked the jockey. “Sure 1 
could,” replied the jockey, “but I had to wait for your horse.” 

I am afraid that the Eilai mayor is also going to have to wait for his 
racehorses to arrive. Judging bv the things that he anticipates may 
happen. Mayor Hochmann's handicap is that he knows very little 
about horse-raring. Many fact and factors have to be considered, and 
questions asked, before a town can consider hosting “The Sport of 
Kings.” Here are a random few. 

To build a racecourse you need many dunams of flat real estate. 
Limestone soil is the preferred terrain for racecourses. You also have 
to have extensive galloping-grounds, stables and stands, so people can 
see the gee-gees run. You have to appoint stewards, judges and 
inspectors, and set up a Jockey Club, for which the Labour Council. 
Hapoel and Betar could, no doubt, supply the personnel. 

But what horses does the mayor have in mind? It is not enough for 
them to have four legs each. There are many kinds of racehorses. 
Hochmann states blandly that “the horses would be flown in from 
England from November through February, when races are rarely run 
in England.” 

For the information of the Eilat mayor, hurdle and steeplechase 
races take place in England every day of the winter (except Sundays). 
Flat race thoroughbreds do not race in winter. The trainers of these 
highly valuable horses, many owned by Arab potentates from Saudi 
Arabia and the Gulf States, are hardly likely to send them to Eilat at 
any time of the year. 

The flat race season in England and Europe starts in the spring. The 
pampered and highly strung two-, three-, and four-year-old thorough- 
breds are rested for weeks between races. It is rare indeed that a 
trainer runs a horse twice in the same week. Would it be worthwhile 
then for owners and trainers to risk flying their precious horse-flesh to 
Eilat for one or two races? With stallions of fashionable pedigree 
worth anything up to S-W million, insuring the journeys of racehorses 
to a Middle East sun spot in the desert is not going to be cheap either. 

Is the stake money for which the horses will run going to be so high 
as to attract owners, horses and jockeys io Eilat? Can we expect to see 
Steve Cautheen in a driving finish or will we coax jockey Lester Pigott 
out of retirement for rides at the Red Sea? Who is going to put up the 
stake money? Mifal Hapayis? Or the local weekly lottery that the 
mayor is talking about? That may just be enough to attract a hack from 
Heizliya, a filly from Afula. or maybe a few camels from Kalkiliya. 

The money aspect of the idea i> especially intriguing, as Mr. 
Hochmann has already vetoed Israelis being able to bet - perish the 
thought! - on the raring ( that he envisages) in Eilat. Betting has always 
been the life-blood of racing, whether in England, the U.S.. France. 
Italy, Germany, Australia. Hongkong, and at the Moscow Hippod- 
rome too. Eilat will be unique if it really becomes the only racecourse 
in the world where there will be no bookmakers or a totalizator. 

Does our ambitious, but apparently gullible, mayor really imagine 
that “English and European punters ' are going to place “off-track" 
bets with their bookies on the races in Eilat? Where does he gel it from 
that “the races would be televised in England"? This scribe will eat his 
hat the day the BBC or ITV televise racing in Eilat. 

There are horses for courses, and courses for horses, the raring 
tipsters will tell you. “The going" under foot is of vital importance 
whether a horse is entered to run in a race, or not. Eilat, with an 
average rainfall of only a few centimetres a year, can offer only bone 
hard going. 

Could it be that the mayor plans to water the race-track and 
galloping-grounds? Mayor Hochmann should persuade his investors 
to take him on a tour of the Blue Grasslands of Kentucky. Ascot. 
Newmarket and Longchamps to take a look at the lush, green turf and 
facilities required for racing. 

In any case, before he proceeds any further with his rather 
far-fetched aims for raring, we suggest he should have a word with ■ 
Cyril Stein, the chairman of Ladbrokes, who recently opened a 
holiday club hotel in Eilat. 

A better idea for Eilat may be to hand Tuba to the Egyptians on the 
condition they open there a classy casino.

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An act of repair 


GOVERNMENTS usuaily do not permit cases of espionage to 
escalate into political conflict. Spies, when discovered are 
either tned or speedily despatched to their home countries. By 
the conventions of international intercourse, political relations 
remain immune to such incidents. 

50 the Pollard affair. It was trumpeted by Washington, 
amplified in the American press and made the occasion for 
querying the fabric of Israel-American relations. 

Partly this was the consequence of Washington’s present 
sensitivity to espionage in the U.S. stemming from a whole 
senes of recently discovered cases. And partly this insistence on 
notoriety derived from the awkwardness - though not the- 
uniqueness - of espionage between friends. 

Whatever the reasons, the U.S. bore down hard on Israel. It 
made demands that by diplomatic usage were extraordinary: to 
interrogate Israeli officials, receive back offending documents, 
and obtain satisfaction that those responsible for this infringe- 
ment would be penalized. 

Because of Israel’s massive dependence on the U.S., Jeru- 
salem felt compelled to subnut to the demands. Conventional 
diplomatic usage had to give way to the higher priority of 
political repair. 

Once that decision was taken, it was made possible for the 
two governments to agree on containing the falloul from the 
Pollard case. 

The satisfactory conclusion of the visit here last week by an 
American investigatory team should now establish that. The 
joint statement, issued after a last-minute delay, signifies that 
the repairs ffave been made and that relations between the two 
governments have been restored to the status quo ante. 

It is possible to feel dismay at America's heavy pressure: it is 
possible to be equally dismayed by Israel's reckless risk of 
American displeasure by a clumsy covert enterprise. 

Presumably the mechanisms to prevent a recurrence are 
already in place. What cannot, however, be so easily corrected 
is the degree of Israeli dependence upon the U.S. which the 
Pollard incident has so vividly portrayed. 

In the meantime this dependence, which appears to be 
constantly growing, will continue to describe the limits of 
Israeli sovereignty. . 


Purchasers beware 


THE COLLAPSE of the Clarin construction company may 
well herald the onset of a real recession. 

Clarin Dirot is not the first housing contractor to fold up. and 
will probably not be the last. To be sure, every such bankruptcy 
has its own specific causes, but, no doubt, a recessionary policy 
must, in the Israeli economy, have its first impact on the 
housing industry. If Clarin is followed downhill by other 
contracting firms, we may soon witness its snowballing impact, 
because no economic sector b as as many backward and forward 
linkages as the construction sector. 

Its ups and downs directly affect the fortunes of the suppliers 
of building materials, from cement and steel to tiles and fittings, 
and of a host of sub-contractors. 

Residential construction is also a main determinant of the 
demand for consumer durables. 

The Clarin debacle holds two major lessons. The first is that 
the government must resist the temptation - however irresisti- 
ble it may seem - to bail out failing firms. If there is an industry 
in Israel that is in need of trimming down and of being made 
more efficient, it is the construction industry, which has for 
nearly two decades been able to afford technological stagnation 
because of the availability of cheap labour from the adminis- 
tered areas. 

The second lesson is that there is an urgent need to provide 
the consumer with effective protection . 

It is easy to tell the people who attended the bankruptcy 
hearings of the Clarin company in the courtroom of District 
Court President Hanna Avnor that they should have been more 
careful. The construction industry, with more than 1,500 
registered contractors, is highly competitive, but the financial 
position and commercial probity of each individual contractor 
remains a close secret to the individual buyer of a flat. The 
buyer must go by the contractor's reputation - which is all too 
often made by the frequency and loudness of the radio jingles 
with which contractors advertise themselves. 

The rule of caveat emptor is simply not applicable to this 
economic sector and the law must step in to protect consumers 
from financial ruin - as the consumer organizations have been 
demanding for years. 

The Knesset is now sitting on a bill to attach linkage to the 
bank guarantees that contractors must give their customers 
under the existing law. The collapse of Clarin should not only 
expedite passage of the proposed legislation, but make linked 
guarantees obligatory also for contracts already signed, even if 
that means that contractors would be permitted to add the cost 
of such bank guarantees to the price of their flats. 

That would help warn off customers against fly-by-night 
firms unable to meet the requirements of the law.

cooperation contemplated by the 
two governments. Within the con- 
text of their- cooperation and after 
their discussions, the U.S. and 
Israeli teams have agreed to consider 
what concrete measures may be 
necessary, if any. in the future." 

The carefully-drafted statement 
went on to note that the U.S. Justice 
Department was currently “pro- 
secuting cases relating to this mat- 
ter. ” Thus, it said, “no further com- 
ment will be made until an appropri- 
ate occasion is presented." 

It did note, however, that “based 
on the solid foundation of deep 
friendship, close affinity and mutual 
mist, both governments reaffirmed 
their determination to continue their 
close cooperation in all fields." 

Only one week earlier, a senior 
Defence Department official had 
said that the U.S. was reducing its 
level of cooperation with Israel be- 
cause of the Pollard affair. But Fri- 
day’s statement confirmed that the 
dose cooperation of earlier days 
would now go forward. 

Redman said the U.S. statement 


referred only to the arrest of Pollard. 
and his 25-year-old wife. Anne 
Henderson-Pollard. There were no 
other Israeli-related cases being in- 
vestigated, he said. “1 have nothing 
that would lead me to believe what 
we're talking about... is anything 
other than the Pollard case,” he said. 

But he hinted that other matters 
were also reviewed in Israel. “We 
did not go there with our eyes 
closed,” he said. 

Redman confirmed that the U.S. 
statement was drafted in close con- 
sultation with Israel. 

Pollard and his wife are in a 
Washington jail, both having been 
denied any bail. A U.S. grand jury is 
still bearing testimony on the case 
behind closed doors. Formal indict- 
ments against the two Pollards are 
expected shortly. 

Israeli officials are hoping that 
both PoUlards will “plea bargain” in 
an effort to avoid a full-scale public 
trial, which could prove extremely 
embarrassing to Israel. Any such 
trial would keep the issue alive in the 
American news media for many 
more weeks, if not months.

Voting for Mr. Nobody 


THERE IS an old maxim that a 
people gets the legislators it de- 
serves. fn Israel s case, the people - 
whatever its failings, and they are 
legion - deserves far better lawmak- 
ers than those who govern it. Indeed, 
there are few. if any, parliaments in 
the free world which are regarded 
with greater opprobrium than 
Israelis display toward their Knes- 
set. 

The State of fsrael is defined in the 
official handbook issued by the Gov- 
ernment Information Centre as 3 
“secular, parliamentary, democratic 
republic.” The words “parliamen- 
tary, democratic" imply that law- 
makers are accountable to the 
electorate for the laws they enact. 

But consider this fact: the Knesset 
is probably the only parliament in the 
free world where no record is ever 
kept of how individual members have 
voted on any particular bill. Only the 
toud number of votes are counted, 
and not the votes cast by individual 
members. How on earth is a citizen 
to know the record of a man he is 
called upon to cast his ballot for. if 
the Knesset deliberately conceals 
the voting record of its members? 
How is the citizen expected to make 
an intelligent derision when he is 
called upon to elect a new Knesset? 

In this electronic age it would be a 
simple - and time-saving - thing for 
lawmakers to record their votes just 
by pushing a button on their desks. 
That no "record is kept is Dot

accidental. 

One reason for this amazing proc- 
edure is that m£ny lawmakers rarely 
come to the Knesset floor. Here 
again Israel is unique. There is no 
roll call, and no quorum. No citizen 
is able to determine how often law- 
makers attend Knesset sessions. 
This. too. is by design rather than as 
a result of oversight, for anyone 
visiting the Knesset doring a normal 
working day is shocked by the stag- 
gering number of absentees. Some 
members rarely set foot inside the 
building. 

This, too, has a reason. Many 
MKs hold other jobs as public offi- 
cials, lawyers, trade union leaders, 
farmers, bankers, businessmen, 
clerics, etc. They are not going to 
permit a trifle like the Knesset to 
interfere with their professions and 
their incomes, nor worry about the 
possible conflicts of interest this 
practice may entail. 


UNDER the present system, where 
no single party has ever won a fiat 
majority and has been able to cany 
out its election platform, platforms 
become meaningless. The parties 
forming a government necessarily 
have to water down their platforms 
to accommodate their coalition part- 
ners after an election. A citizen, 
therefore, has no assurance what the 


party he voted for will do in the ' 
Knesset. Witness, for example, the 
betrayal of the vorers who voted in 
1976 for the Democratic Movement 
for Change, whose chief plank was 
electoral reform. After the election 
the party split in half, and those who 
went with the Likud voted against 
electoral reform when the bill was 
introduced in the Knesset. 

Worst of all is the fact that the 
voter has no one to complain to or 
demand an accounting from, since 
□o MK represents a constituency, 
and no MK. therefore, owes him any 
explanations. Knesset members owe 
their allegiance solely to the heads of 
their parties, who put their names on 
the candidate list, and woe to the 
MK who for reasons of conscience 
dares defy party discipline. This ex- 
plains why there are hardly ever any 
vocal back-benchers crossing party 
lines on a vote. With no constituen- 
cies, vast sections of the populace 
are grossly under-represented: the 
underprivileged, the development 
towns, women, ethnic groups, etc. 


abroad, inflated pensions at age 40, 
free telephone calls, immunity from 
fines, fat severance payments, etc. 
etc. Many of these benefits are for 
life, and include members of their 
families, long after the MK has de- 
parted from the Knesset, and even 
after he has entered the heavenly 
parliament. 


THEN there are the unconscionable 
perks which MKs vote for them- 
selves. apparently operating on the 
principle that in a democracy all men 
are equal, but some are more equal 
than others: special health benefits, 
free- local transport and travel 


Added to these perks are the 
IS6,253,000 the Knesset voted to be 
paid each month to the parties for 
each of their MKs, in addition to 
another IS136.000 paid each month 
to the Knesset factions for each MK. 
All this at a time when there is no 
money for food, fuel, salaries or 
medicines for hospitals: when old 
age homes face closure for lack of 
funds: when physically handicapped 
children are sent home from institu- 
tions because there is no money to 
care for them: when hard-pressed 
citizens who have lost about a fourth 
of the value of their wages are called 
upon to make greater sacrifices. 
Small wonder that one group of 
unemployed workers demonstrating 
outside the Knesset likened the MKs 
to a herd of pigs feeding at the public 
trough. 

For five long, bitter years there 
has been one volunteer organization 
fighting for electoral reform. In a 
few days, the Concerned Citizens

tinue to cany the onerous bunfen 
alone. It was unaided by-Jan. apathe- 
tic. fatalistic public, which grouses at 
the injustices rampant iiithe govern- 
ment and Knesset but does nothing 
to change things. - 
Admittedly it is a “Catch-ZZ" 
situation. Any change injhe elector- 
al system would require theapproval 
of the Knesset- Many. MKs; know 
that they could not be ejected dog 
catcher if they had lo rutf on a 
one-to-one basis from a constituen- 
cy. and. therefore, they veto any 
proposal for electoral refbrmxach 
time a bill is brought before the 
Knesset. ' -v- 

The only way open to the public to 
register its dissatisfaction with the 
present system is for each and every 
citizen to sign petitions demanding 
it, and to harry the MKs intoaccepf- 
ing it. Must we wait until total anar- 
chy prevails and extreme elements 
take over, which would once and for 
all write finis to any hope to institute 
representative democracy in Israel? 

Shed a tear for the C(_C. If good 
men continue to do absolutely no- 
thing, perhaps we do deserve the 
Knesset we've got.

ISRAEL'S public administration is 

without a doubt extensiv&eoough to 
serve 23 million residents without 
dropping the standards or extent of 
its services. But it is harder to reduce 
Israel's public administration by 3 or 
4 per cent than to increase the 
population by 500 or 1 .000 per cent.- 
For this huge administration is built 
into our social system, and has de- 
veloped its own ideology and effec- 
tive political power. 

More than 200 autonomous local 
authorities operate in Israel. Local 
independence has been achieved not 
only by Tel Aviv, Haifa and Jeru- 
salem. but also by Menahemiya, 
Nahlat Yehuda and Ramat Yishai. 
Yet a tiny Tel Aviv neighbourhood 
may be many times larger than 
Menahemiya. and the number of 
residents in a large bousing complex 
in Haifa may exceed the number of 
residents in Migdai. Consider the 
extent of public benefit, in terms of 
planning and financial saving, if the 
distinct Republics of Herzliya, 
Ra'anana, Ramat Hasharon, Hod 
Hasharon and Kfar Sava were to 
merge and form the “Sharon Muni- 
cipal Republic Alliance.” Imagine 
the urban advantages to be drawn 
from the unification of the Peoples 
of That Carmel, Nesher, Kiryat 
Motzkin, Kiryat Bialik . Kiryat A la 
and Kiryat Yam into the Carmelite 
or Zebulonite Commonwealth. 

Suppose the public institutions of 
those independent authorities, such 
as their workers' councils, vocation- 
al schools and party branches, were 
to merge. Millions of dollars would

be saved as would manpower. Coor- 
dination would improve and the 
efficacy of their activities would in- 
crease immeasurably. 

Successful amalgamations of this 
kind in other countries, including the 
most democratic in the world such as 
England and the United States, dis- 
prove arguments for fragmentation, 
and show the economic, social, and 
planning benefits to be reaped from 
consolidating smaller municipal un- 
its into larger ones better suited to 
the needs of urban planning. 


MANY autonomous tax collecting 
agencies operate in Israel including 
Income Tax, Customs and Excise 
Taxes, Value Added Tax, National 
Insurance. Property Tax. Television 
and Radio taxes. Consolidated Tax, 
and municipal and local council 
taxes. The Israeli public is divided 
into tax payers and tax collectors, 
and it is uncertain which is the larger 
group. An amalgamation of these 
authorities could keep just the best 
people - there are same excellent 
people in the present one - who 
could realize the vision of a just 
taxation. 

Serving the disabled community in 
Israel are at least five administrative 
agencies. The National Insurance 


Institute tends to victims of work- 
related accidents. The Defence 
Ministry is responsible for disabled 
ex-servicemen, while the Finance 
Ministry tends to the rehabilitation 
of victims of the war against the 
Nazis. The Health Ministry ex- 
amines the various categories of dis- 
ability related to tax reductions on 
motor vehicles, and the Transporta- 
tion Ministry issues special permits 
for the severely handicapped. To 
obtain their benefits, the handicap- 
ped must negotiate an administra- 
tive hell. So much anguish, frustra- 
tion, alienation and rage would be 
spared - and money saved - if there 
were jost one authority serving the 
disabled. 

State planning is divided among 
five or six agencies, which have set 
up roughly 2 00 companies. Of these, 
some 100 perform around 98 per 
cent of the total activity, while the 
remaining 100 perform a mere 2 per 
cent of the activity of all government 
companies. 

The creation of a neat, functional 
format for public administration 
would no doubt improve our econo- 
mic structure . More people would be 
drawn into various aspects of pro- 
duction and an abundance of econo- 
mic energy would be directed toward 


the realization of vital goals in scien- 
ce, industry, export, education, 
literature and an. This would facili- 
tate the payment of respectable 
salaries and would vastly improve 
the quality of public services. 
PRESENT reality, however, is quite 
different. The idol worshippers of 
the welfare state are actually pre- 
venting real prosperity by idealizing 
the present system. Thousands, in- 
cluding politicians, committee chair- 
men, advisors and academicians, be- 
nefit from this faulty, crumbling 
structure by fostering foolish notions 
about the advantages of the existing 
system. 

An analysis of the personnel make- 
up of party centres indicates that 
those in the inner circle occupy top 
spots on the pyramids of this terribly 
fractured social organization. They 
-are the feudal lords who zealously 
guard the seal of fragmentation, and 
the growing number of pyramids 
transforms these people into wor- 
shippers of soda! status. The source 
of this sector’s wealth is not income, 
but rather a generous expense 
account which encourages gallivant- 
ing around the world. 

I have served in the Knesset for 
four years and have proposed five 
motions for the agenda dealing with 


the necessity of minimizing and im- 
proving the administrative branch by 
consolidating the following agen- 
cies: tax collection agencies: those 
responsible for the disabled; the au- 
thorities in charge of road safety; 
neighbouring local councils; and 
several planning agencies. 

All of my proposals were 
approved on the Knesset floor and 
were transferred to the committee 
for further legislative work. There, 
the lid was put on them. Among our 
MKs, evidently, are people who act 
as if they were guild heads and 
owners of vast estates, making it 
virtually impossible to expect that 
our representatives will take effec- 
tive action. Anyone seeking political 
insurance, and consequently nurtur- 
ing a healthy relationship with mem- 
bers of the central and local institu- 
tions of his party, will find it most 
awkward to oppose Israel's feudal 
structure. 

Thousands of people benefit from 
this feudal system. In their hands 
rest complete control over the design 
of the state, and over the composi- 
tion of the Knesset and government. 
Now the circle is complete. Even in 
the future, therefore, solutions to 
our economic woes will be sought in 
America. While they institute tough 
economic reforms, and operate 
within a rational economic and 
administrative system, we will com- , 
fortably live off their age of reason, * 
stripped of our honour.

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PET TURTLES

Sir, — D’vora Ben Shaul's article of 
November 26 about pet turtles is 
misleading. Contrary to her state- 
ment that turtles are “nice, clean,, 
little pets...,” the small seemingly 
harmless creatures can act as a 
source for salmonella, a bacteria that 
causes diarrhoea and even death. 

After several scientific articles re- 
ported the isolation of salmonella 
from turtles and their aquarium wa- 
ter, and an association between tur- 
tle ownership and diarrhea in chil- 
dren, the United States and Cana- 
dian governments in the mid-1970s 
banned the sale of small aquatic 
turtles within these countries. 

However, producers in Louisiana, 
U.S.A., continue to supply these 
animals to pet shops in other coun- 
tries of the world. 

In the July 12, 1985 issue of the 
Journal of the American Medical 
Association, a connection was again 
reported between turtle ownership 
and salmonellosis. This time it was in 
Puerto Rico. The same issue of the 
journal also contained an editorial 
condemning regulatory authorities 
for allowing the American producers 
to export turtles abroad. 

Israel imports about 15,000 turtles 
from Louisiana annually. From the 
information that I have been given by 
the Ministry of Agriculture, no tur- 
tles are exported to Israel from 


South America as Ms. Ben Shaul 
writes. 

Recently, the Public Health 
Laboratory in Beersheba isolated 
salmonella from one of six water 
samples taken from aquariums con- 
taining turtles. This does not take 
into account that some seemingly 
“negative” samples may indeed con- 
tain salmonella. The possibility also 
exists that turtles may intermittently 
shed salmonella, i.e, one day they 
may pass the organisms in their 
faeces, another day not. 

It cannot be recommended that 
aquatic turtles, a potential source of 
disease, be kept as pets. A month 
ago, the Public Health Services of 
the Ministry of Health asked the 
Veterinary Services of the Ministry 
of Agriculture to take steps to stop 
the import of turtles to Israel.
